Prince Bau- 
douin’s popularity and brilliant talents 
and the bright hopes centered by the 
Belgians on his future career, make 
them feel the Prince’s loss in the keen­ 
est manner possible. 
The news of the Prince’s death 
was withheld from 
his sister, the 
Princess Henriette, a beautiful girl 
about 20 years of age, who is dan 
gerously sick from inflammation of 
the lungs. The palace of the Count 
of 
Flanders, 
where 
the 
Prin- 1 
cess resides, is surrounded by a strong 
force of police, who are doing their ut­ 
most to prevent the unusual noise in the 
streets from arousing the suspicions of 
the suffering Princess. 
The sudden death of the Prince Bau­ 
douin has caused the most alarming ru­ 
mors to be circulated on all sides, and 
these rumors grew in importance aa tho 
day progressed. It w a s openly asserted 
that the death of the popular Belgian 
Prince was a repetition of the sad cir­ 
cumstances surrounding the death of the 
Archduke Rudolph, the heir to the Aus­ 
trian throne, who met hi9 death in such 
a mysterious manner on January 80, 
1889. It was added th at a beautiful 
German governess, 
who 
had been 
recently banished from the Belgium 
court by order of King Leopold, had 
been in some way connected with the 
death of Prince Baudouin. Rumor also 
had it that there had been an intrigue, 
lasting a long time, between the gov­ 
erness and the Prince, and the result of 
their Mason is said to have been the 
birth of a child. Iu any case the death 
of Prince Baudouin is surrounded with 
mystery and speculation. 
The court physicians, in the death 
certificate, announce that Prince Bau- 
douin’s death was caused by hemor­ 
rhages, following a severe attack of 
bronchitis. The physicians also as­ 
sert that the Prince caught a chill 
while watching at 
the bedside of 
his sister, the 
Princess Henriette, 
who has 
been ill for some time 
past. 
But these statements are far 
from convincing the people that the 
real cause of the death of Prince Bau­ 
douin has been given to the publio, and 
the startling rumors already referred 
to are popularly believed to be founded 
on a solid basis of fact of some descrip­ 
tion. 
Telegrams and messages of condol­ 
ence with the royal family of Belgium 
In this their great sorrow are already 
reaching Brussels from all parts of 
Europe, among the dispatches received 
being words of sympathy from Queen 
Victoria and the Prince and Princess of 
Wales. 
The latest and most probable version 
of the cause of the Prince’s death is 
that it w as due to a complication of 
small-pox, bronchitis and haematuria. 
The populace is enraged at what is 
termed the blundering of unsuspecting 
doctors. 
All the theaters and public institu­ 
tions are closed and will remain closed 
until after the funeral, which will take 
place from the royal palace of Laeken, 
In South Brabant, about two miles 
north of Brussels. 
Prince Baudouin Leopold Philippe 
Marie Charles Antoine Joseph Louis 
was the son of the Count of Flanders, 
brother 
of 
King 
Leopold. 
Prince 
Baudouin was born in this city on June 
8, 1809. He was a captain of Belgian 
carbiners and a captain of Prussian 
cavalry, boing attached to the Second 
Regiment of Hanoverian Dragoons. 
The brother of Prince Baudouin, 
Prince Albert Leopold Clement Marie 
Meinrad, who was born April 8, 1875, is 


b o w heir to the throne of Belgium. 
Prince Albert is now studying under 
the direction of a number of tutors in 
preparation for passing his examination 
previous to entering upon a military 
career.

Pardoned. 
R a l e i g h , Jan. 24.—Governor Fowls 
has pardoned Charles E. Cross and 
Samuel C. White, who, while respect­ 
ively president and cashier of the State 
National Bank here, fled to Canada in 
March, 1888, with $20,000 which they 
had just obtained by express from Rich­ 
mond and Baltimore banks. They were 
recaptured and sentenced to hard labor 
on tho public roads. Their wives re­ 
cently began efforts to secure pardons 
and presented to the Governor petitions 
with thousands of signatures and the 
Governor promptly granted a pardon.

Doings o f the Senators and Rep: 
fives at W ashington. 
W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 24.—At the mornr 
tog session of the Senate, Senator C o ct 
roll (Mo.) proceeded to argue against 
the cloture resolution. 
Senator Cockrell yielded to Senator 
Teller (CoL), who asked Senator Al­ 
drich (R. I.) how long a time he pro­ 
posed to allow for debate of the closure 
resolution, rem arking that it was ru­ 
mored that some arbitrary means in the 
shape of a coup d’etat were to be re­ 
sorted to to force a decision on the 
question. 
Senator Aldrich said that he took it 
for granted that there could be no 
closing of debate except by the action 
of the Senate itself, and he asked 
unanimous consent that the vote should 
be taken on the resolution and amend­ 
ments at 5 o’clock to-day. Senator Gor­ 
man objected. 
Senator Cockrell then concluded his 
arguments against the proposed rule. 
He was followed by Senator Gray on 
the same side of the question. He said 
the United States did not need to cross 
the Atlantic for examples to follow in 
order to stifle the debate in the Sen­ 
ate. 
Cloture, 
this

who

it9 tongue, came knocking at the 
door of the Senate asking to be taken 
in. It might do in France, or Austria, 
or Germany, but would not flourish on 
American soil, and he predicted that it 
would wither and die before another 
year had rolled around.

blaze was finally got under control 
after property to the amount of $300,000 
had been destroyed. 
Shortly after ll o’clock, when all 
thought of further danger by fire or 
falling walls had apparently passed and 
the chief was dispersing what men 
were 
not 
needed, 
the 
firemen 
from engine No. 4 were stationed 
in 
front of 
the 
Marcus building 
and several 
streams were playing 
upon the ruins. Chief Hornung and 
Assistant Chief Murphy were standing 
just behind the pipemen directing the 
work. Suddenly the wall was seen to 
totter and before the men could move 
to escape the danger it was upon them. 
Adam Fisher, fireman of engine No. 
4 and a member of the Buffalo fire de­ 
partm ent since its organization, was 
taken out of the ruins dead, and Hogan 
Snyder, also of engine No. 4, was taken 
out fatally injured. Theodore M. Keuss, 
George W hitner and Anthony Keller 
dragged themselves out and were taken 
to the 
hospital. 
Snyder afterward 
died. He was about 27 years old, m ar­ 
ried and leaves two children.

REFORM I N TUE RIGHT DIREC­ 
TION. 
A bill has been passed in the legisla­ 
ture by Senator Mead to abolish the 
state board of supervision and J the board 
of charities and reform, and to provide 
for the creation of a new board to be 
called the state board of oontroL The 
proposed law does not seek to create a 
board whose powers and duties shall .be 
materially different from those passed 
by the present board of supervisors ex­ 
cept that all the ocuity asylums in the 
state for the chronis insane, together 
with nil the state institutions, shall be 
under the control cf one general board. 
In this respect, Senator Mead’s bill is in 
the line of practical reform. 
The experience of the past few years 
teaches an intelligent and unselfish per­ 
son, who does not lust after place and 
power, that two boards are not necessary; 
and economy and harmony are crying 
ont for one general board whioh shall 
have the oversight of all the insane in 
the state. When the present state;board 
of supervision was created in 1881, it was 
the plain understanding that the state 
beard of charities and reform .should be 
abolished for the reason that th9 new 
board rendered the old one superfluous. 
That it has teen of some use is slanted, 
and ii must also be admitted that the 
work it has done in supervising county 
asylums can be as well done by the new ; 
board. 
The state board of supervisors is the 
most important branoh of the state gov­ 
ernment. Its disbursements reach nearly 
half a million dollars annually. I t has 
under its care nearly three thousand per­ 
sons who ere either insane, criminals, 
blind, dumb or homeless. They need 
the best care and treatment that hu­ 
manity can give them; and in the organi­ 
zation of the new board, should Senator 
Mead's bill become a law, the greatest 
care should be exercised by Governor 
Peok in making appointments thereon. 
No one can deny that he has the good c I 
ail the public institutions at heart. Men 
cf education, cf high moral standing, of 
practical sympathy for the degraded and 
the otherwise unfortaQ&ta—men whose 
sense of justice cannet be blunted, and 
whose cflioial integrity cannot be im­ 
peached—should constitute the proposed 
board. If the official plums must be 
claimed by the party in power, >hen the 
democratic party should be thoroughly 
ransacked for men who will reflect cred­ 
it on their executive, and who will zeal­ 
ously maintain the integrity of the state 
institutions. Politics should not control 
them* The debasing condition of things 
which now blight the institutions of In­ 
diana and Ohio, should never ourse Wis­ 
consin. 
If Senator Mead’s bill will keep the 
state institutions out of politics, and pre­ 
sent damaging changes in them, its pas­ 
sage will be an honor to the legislature. 


A STRANGE K IN D OF JUSTICE. 
Alfred DtFord, the unfortunate and 
weak-minded minister who raised some 
United States notes frcm one dollar to 
ten dollars, has been lauded at Waupun, 
being committed there on Thursday 
morning, nuder a sentence of fire years 
with a Ane also of $5C0. There is a pe­ 
culiar eadmtes surrounding the downfall 
of this young mac, and to those who 
know him best the sentence seems out of 
harmony with the voice of justioe. 
Only a few dais ago the trial of Leon­ 
ard Perrin was closed at Oshkosh. He 
was charged with being an accomplice in 
the Hor It y bank robbery rn september, 
1889. Eighty-three new five dollar bills 
stolen frcm the bank were fonnd in his 
pcsseeeicD. There is no doubt be per­ 
formed an important part in the robbery 
of the Hurly bank, otherwise a portion 
of the stolen funds woold cot have been 
traced to his pocketbook. Mr; Perrin 
was found guilty, and Judge Hamel 
sentenced him to pay a fine of $100 and 
eosts.

DEMANDS OF LABOR. 


Conference of Am algam ated Organizations 
at W ashington. 
W ashington. Jan. 24.—The commit­ 
tees. on confederation of labor organi­ 
zations reassembled Friday morning*. 
After considerable debate the demands 
of tho new joint organization were 
finally agreed upon and ratified as fol­ 
lows: 
“I. We demand the abolition of National 
banks as banks of issuo, and as a substitute for 
National-bunk notes we demand that legal 
Treasury notes be Issued in sufficient volume to 
transact the business of the couutry without 
damage or especial advantage to any class or 
calling.such notes to be legal tenderln payment 
of all debts, public and private, and such 
notes, wben demanded by the people, shall be 
loanod to them at not more than 2 per cent, per 
annum upon non perishable products us indi­ 
cated in tho sub Treasury pluu and ulso upon 
real estate, with proper limitations upon the 
quantity of land and amount of money. 
“3. We demand a free and unlimited coinage 
of silver. 
“3. We demand tho passage of laws prohibit­ 
ing alien ownership of land, and that Congress 
take prompt action to devise some plan to ob­ 
tain all lands now owned by aliens and foreign 
syndicates, and that all lands held by railroads 
and other corporations in excess of such as Is 
actually used and needed by them be reclaimed 
by tho Government and held for actual settlers 
only. 
‘•4. Believing in the doctrine of equal rights 
to all and special privileges to none, we de­ 
mand that taxation. National, State or munici­ 
pal, shall not be used to build up one interest 
or class at the expense of another. 
“5. We demand that all revenues, National. 
State or county, shall bo limited to the neces­ 
sary ex ponses of the Government economically 
and honestly administered. 
“6. We demand a just and equitable system 
of graduated tax on incomes. 
“7. We demand the most rigid, honest and 
Just National control and supervision of th# 
means of public communication and transpor­ 
tation, and if this control and supervision does 
not remove the abuses now existing wo demand 
the Government ownership of such means of 
communication and transportation. 
“8. We demand that the Congress of the 
United States .submit an umondment to tho 
constitution providing 
for the election of 
United States Senators by the (Erect vote of 
the people of each State; also the President 
and Vice-President by tho popular vote. 
“R tsolvtd, That this confederation of indus­ 
trial organizations demand that in each state 
a system shall be provided and faithfully ex­ 
ecuted that will insuro an honest and accurate 
registration of all voters, a free, fair, secret 
and official ballot and an honest public count; 
and we demand that each State Legislature 
shall make it a felony for any improper Inter­ 
ference with the exercise of the registration, 
ballot or count." 
A permanent organization was then 
formed by tho election of Hen Terrell, of 
Texas, as president, and J. W. Hayes, 
of Pennsylvania, 
as 
secretary and 
treasurer. The amalgamated organiza­ 
tions will be known as the Confedera­ 
tion of Industrial Organizations.

was twenty-eight 
yeais of age when she oame to the county*

“ That little fellow who just went out 
knows more about f ars and far bearing 
animals than any other man in this 
country,” remarked Charles P. McLean, 
agent for the American Express. 
“ Take 
a muskrat skin for example. He san tell 
yon from what state or territory it oame 
from, and farther, he will tell you in 
whioh month it was killed. He is as near 
an expert as you find them, and he trav­ 
els all over the continent baying furs of 
all kinds. 
He is now making a tonr of 
the northwest picking np all the fur pelts 
be can find. He goes from here to Eau 
Claire.” 
‘ What celled a fur-trader to this oily 
queried the reporter. 
“What called him here?” replied the 
agent, “Why, Janesville is one of the 
belt far meikets in 
the state. You 
ought to step in here on a Saturday af­ 
ternoon and see the. pelts the trappers 
bring in. Some weeks we ship at least 
twenty five! hundred dollars worth of 
skins. Hardly a week passes that we 
have less than fire 
hundred dollars 
worth to ship. Janesville has been a fur 
market for a number of years, and qaite 
a number are engaged in trapping for­ 
bearing animals. There is considerable 
money in the business. Lucius Kennedy 
is at the bead of the business now, and 
be devotes nearly all bis time to it. This 
man who has just gone out is represent­ 
ing a Chicago house. 
His name is L . 
Kessler, and he is with A. B. Shnbert. 
The principal furs captured in this sec- I 
tion are mink, otter and musk-rat. These 
are trapped in large numbers. 
Quite a 
number of coonskins and a few skunk 
find their way into the market here. The 
black skunk is a favorite far with many, 
and the pelts briDg good prices.” 
Farther conversation revealed the tao* 
that many thousand dollars are annually 
invested in raw fora in Janesville, and 
that the trapping business is carried on 
expensively in many parts of the oonnty. 
Kennedy, who resides on his farm near 
Rook river bridge, is the purchaser and 
local shipper for all th e trappers. 
“ Borne days we haves room full of 
fur pelts,” said Agent McLean, 11 an i 
when we have a number of skunk skins 
the office is a good place to steer clear of. 
Prices vary mach depending on the 
supply, ana the condition the skins are 
in when delivered. The quotations for 
the fare most commonly shipped into 
Janesville are as follows: Mink, 50c@ 
31.25; muskrats, 43, 16c, 19c; skunk 
81:25, 75c, 50c; coon 81 20,80o, 50o: ot­ 
ter, 811.37,85; beaver 810,87,86; bear, 
830, 318,88; lynx, 34, 83, 82;

70c, 50o, 30o; martin, 83, 81; fisher, 88.50, 
85,34; grey wolf, 83; prairie wolf, 18, 
common house oat 10(n25o. 
Trappers fiod an excellent field for 
catching for bearing animals all along 
Rook river, and especially around the 
little lakes and marshes near by; and, at 
stated seasons, many men and boys make 
a regular business of banting and trap­ 
ping, bringing their furs to this oity for 
a market. 
The extent of this trade can be esti­ 
mated by any one who will take the 
trouble to visit the express offioe on a 
Saturday, or at the oles) of the month, at 
which time the trappers generally bring 
in their skins for sale.

“ No; I have made no contracts to 
furnish lights as yet. I believe this to be 
a free conntry, and that every person 
bes a right to engage in any lawful busi­ 
ness he may desire. I am engaging in 
this enterprise just as I would in the 
grocery or dry goods trade. I am going 
to be prepared to furnish electricity for 
incandescent illuminating purposes to 
all parties who want to buy it. I have 
made plana and specifications for lighting 
only the business part of the oity at this 
time, but the line will be extended as 
demanded by customers. 
“ My lights will ba what are known as 
sixteen oandle power, one light being 
qual to two ordirary gas lights. These 
will be so arranged that they can be ic- 
oreesed to forty oandle power. Metres 
are used, bo oonsumera can regulate the 
amount of electricity they nae.” 
Mr. Doty is an enthusiast regarding 
the incandescent light, and believes it 
will be tbs coming illuminator in all 
oities. 
He has talked with Janesville 
authorities about patting in this plant. 
Some at first objected to placing any 
more wires in the streets, yet all finally 
expressed the opinion that as long as 
wires were allowed on poles no party or 
company should have a monopoly. I t is 
more than probable that the franchise 
will be granted without opposition. 
“ My dynamos will be toasted in the 
tobacco war bons, at the oorner of North 
Main street and Pease Court.” said Mr. 
Doty this morning. “I shall use all the 
water power I can secure, and rely on 
steam for any deficiency*” 
M r. Doty has interested himself in this 
new illuminator for the purpose of mak­ 
ing a permanent investment, and is de­ 
termined that all requirements of oily 
law shall be complied with before the 
plant is accepted by him. He will allow 
no excuses of the construction company 
to prevent the thorough completion of 
every part of the plant, bo that any re­ 
quirements demanded by the city in 
granting a franchise will be faithfully 
carried oat. Sixty days after a franchise 
is granted, he promises that the plant 
will be in operation.
